KIDS  EXPERIENCE  UNIQUE  SUMMER  PROGRAM

Miss  Betty  Glass,  a  creative 
and  dedicated  Kinder  g  a  r  t  e  n 
teacher  at  Commodore  Sloat 
school,  has  found  a  unique  way 
to  help  her  students  continue 
the  sense  of  community  and 
friendship  they  developed  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  school  year.  This 
summer  she  initiated  a  summer 
activity  program,  bringing  to¬ 
gether  75  children,  most  of 
whom  are  students  at  Commo¬ 
dore  Sloat,  for  a  free,  unstruc¬ 
tured  summer  experience. 

The  purpose  of  the  summer 
project  was  to  "preserve,  pro¬ 
tect  and  nurture  the  social  and 
psychological  gains  made  possi¬ 
ble  among  the  children  through 
the  integration  of  the  school  sys¬ 
tem."  The  program  was  an  out¬ 
growth  of  the  OM1  Community 
Psychology  Project  which  has 
been  conducted  in  Commodore 
Sloat  School  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Ruth  K.  Goldman,  Asso¬ 
ciate  Professor  at  San  Francisco 
State. 

Children  attending  Commo¬ 
dore  Sloat  school  represent  three 
neighborhoods:  Visitation  Val¬ 
ley,  Monroe-Excelsior  and  the 
Commodore  Sloat  area.  Those 
participating  in  the  summer 
program  were  picked  up  in 
their  own  neighborhoods  each 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  to  meet 
together  at  various  sites  around 
the  city,  with  the  idea  of  using 
San  Francisco  as  a  playground 
and  a  schoolroom.  Some  of  the 
activities  planned  were  visits 
to  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts,  the 
Exploratorium.  a  farm  near 
UC  Davis,  the  beach  and  Lake 
Merced.
